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Football  Season  Review 

Due  to  abnormal  conditions  this  year,  the  football  sea- 
son was  not  up  to  its  normal  standard.  It  was  very  late 
before  any  conference  games  were  played,  and  then  th 
Aggie  schedule  called  for  only  two  games.  A  large  squad 
reported  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  many  of  whom  were 
new  men,  but  old  men  who  reported  were  Captain  Sweitzer, 
Schiele,  Oldemeyer,  Worthington,  Peaslev,  Leiby  and  Rhodes. 
With  such  a  nucleus,  prospects  for  the  season  were  very 
bright. 

But  most  of  the  men  were  sent  to  training  camps  be- 
fore the  season  opened,  so  new  material  was  constantly  being 
developed.  The  Freshman  Conference  ruling  had  been  lifted, 
and  this  was  a  source  of  new  material.  A  practice  game  with 
Greeley  early  in  the  season  resulted  in  a  score  of  7  to  0  in 
favor  of  Aggies. 

The  first  conference  game  was  with  Denver  University, 
played  in  Denver  on  November  16.  It  was  an  evenly  matched 
and  well  played  game,  D.  U.  finally  winning  by  a  score  of 
14  to  0.  On  Thanksgiving  day  the  team  played  in  Boulder, 
and  the  final  score  was:  Boulder,  16;  Aggies,  13.  This  ended 
the  season  for  the  Aggies,  but  untold  credit  is  due  the  men 
who  represented  us  this  year. 

Thirteen  men  received  letters,  and  with  the  return  of 
many  old  men  next  year  we  can  see  nothing  but  success  for 
the  future. 
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Basketball  Review 

The  basketball  season  opened  the  first  of  the  year  with 
two  old  letter-men,  Captain  Moorehead  and  Bresnahan,  in 
school.  Some  forty  candidates  were  out  early  in  the  season, 
from  which  was  developed  a  squad  of  twelve  or  fifteen  men 
who  were  carried  through  the  season. 

A  heavy  schedule  for  all  conference  schools  was  drawn 
up  during  the  holidays,  the  Aggies'  first  game  being  with 
Greeley  on  February  17.  From  then  until  the  last  of  March 
one  or  two  games  were  played  every  week-end.  The  original 
plan  was  to  play  two  games  each  week  with  the  same  team, 
but  this  proved  too  strenuous  and  only  a  few  double-headers 
were  scheduled. 

As  this  goes  to  press  the  season  is  still  in  progress,  and 
the  final  outcome  is  still  in  doubt.  While  the  Aggie  score  has 
not  always  been  the  largest,  a  high  class  of  basketball  was 
played  throughout  the  season.  Indications  are  that  next  year 
the  Aggies  will  make  a  strong  bid  for  conference  honors.

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Season's  Review 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  college  has  the  track  season  been  so 
successful  from  an  Aggie  viewpoint  as  was  the  last  season.  For 
twenty-one  years  the  Aggies  have  been  competing  against  odds  and 
were  never  considered  dangerous  opponents  by  other  conference 
teams. 

The  past  season  opened  with  a  triangle  meet  between  Mines, 
Aggie  and  Greeley  State  College,  the  Aggies  easily  winning.  The 
next  was  a  dual  meet  with  Denver  University,  and  the  following  week 
a  dual  meet  with  the  University  of  Colorado.  Both  of  these  were 
won  by  the  Aggies. 

The  intercollegiate  meet,  which  was  held  in  Denver  on  May  18, 
was  the  big  meet  of  the  year.  All  conference  schools  were  well  rep- 
resented and  the  meet  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  ever 
held.  Seven  Aggie  men  who  represented  the  school  each  succeeded 
in  winning  places  in  the  various  events,  Hughes  and  Bresnahan  being 
the  individual  point  winners  of  the  meet.

The  course  in  Veterinary  Science  is  one  of  the  youngest 
courses  on  the  campus.  This  course  was  first  started  in  1(?07. 
At  the  same  time  the  Student  Veterinary  Medical  Associa- 
tion was  organized. 

This  association,  whose  membership  is  open  to  every  stu- 
dent in  the  Veterinary  course,  convenes  every  Monday  night 
from  7  until  8  o'clock. 

The  program  usually  consists  of  from  one  to  two  technical 
papers  given  by  students  of  the  upper  classes.  At  the  close 
of  each  paper  the  subject  is  thrown  open  to  discussion.

By  special  permission,  however, 
students  in  entomology  and  others  interested  in  the  work  of  the  club  may 
be  admitted.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  promote  a  deeper  interest  in 
horticulture. 

Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  Each  meeting 
is  preceded  by  a  dainty  repast,  after  which  current  literature  is  reported  on  by  one 
of  the  members,  and  a  general  discussion  is  then  held.  Talks  on  horticultural  subjects 
are  given  by  different  professors  and  students,  which  convey  to  the  members  many 
suggestions  of  practical  value  which,  for  lack  of  time,  cannot  be  secured  in  the  class- 
room. 

Although  the  Horticultural  Club  does  not  boast  of  a  large  membership,  neverthe- 
less it  is  one  of  the  most  wide-awake  technical  societies  on  the  campus,  and  accom- 
plishes much  good  in  keeping  in  touch  with  the  horticultural  situation  in  Colorado 
and  other  important  sections  of  the  country.

Student  Council 

The  Student  Council  was  first  organized  in  1913  and  at 
that  time  consisted  of  seven  members,  one  each  from  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes,  two  from  the  Junior  class 
and  three  from  the  Senior  class.  Since  that  time  the  Asso- 
ciated Students  have  adopted  a  new  constitution  which  pro- 
vides for  a  council  of  fourteen  members — two  Freshmen, 
three  Sophomores,  four  Juniors  and  five  Seniors.  The  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  the  Associated  Students  also  act  in 
their  respective  offices  in  the  council.  At  least  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  class  must  be  a  woman. 

The  council  acts  as  an  executive  board  of  the  Associated 
Students,  and  as  such  considers  and  acts  upon  all  matters  of 
student  interest,  settles  interclass  disputes  and  similar 
matters. 
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Associated  Students 

The  Associated  Students  is  an  organization  of  the  students 
of  Colorado  Agricultural  College,  of  which  every  student  tak- 
ing' college  work  is  a  member. 

The  constitution  provides  for  an  annual  election,  to  be  held 
in  April,  at  which  the  following  officers  are  elected:  Presi- 
dent, first  vice-president,  second  vice-president,  secretary,  and 
activity  managers.  Regular  meetings  of  the  student  body  are 
held  once  a  month  throughout  the  year. 

In  May,  1917,  the  association  adopted  a  new  constitution, 
which  provides  for  the  co-ordination  of  all  student  activities 
under  centralized  management.  The  Student  Council  forms 
its  executive  board  and  carries  on  the  greater  part  of  the 
business  and  co-ordinates  with  the  faculty.  An  Athletic 
Council  manages  all  athletic  events  for  men,  and  managing 
committees  have  charge  of  various  activities  which  are  sup- 
ported financially  by  the  students'  fees  on  entering  college.
